WHAT'S WHAT IN THE GAME COMMISSION 





THE DEER SEASON 





Hunters should not allow themselves to be misled by the statements 
of people who have no responsibility other than their own selfish interests or 
desires to voice their own opinions. The Game Commission is responsible to the 
hunters of Pennsylvania and must have its findings supported by facts. It is 
the desire of the Commission to protect the deer herd for future generations 
but unless the number is kept below a point where the natural food supply will 
be adequate for ALL game, where natural timber growth and reforestation activi- 
ties can be satisfactorily carried out, and where the orchards and crops of 
private citizens will not be required to supplement the food supply of the deer, 
such a decision on the part of the Commission, will, without doubt, meet with 
considerable opposition sooner or later. Such opposition would be very detri- 
mental to the interests of deer hunters, 


Every hunter no doubt entertains his own solution of the deer prob- 
lem. He wouldn't be human if he didn't. But most of them are willing to up- 
hold the measures of relief suggested by those who have studied the situation 
from every possible angle over a period of years. This type of sportsman, 
which is by far in the majority, seldom offers any criticism unless it is 
wholly constructive. For those who constantly fear an ultimate wiping out of 
Pennsylvania's deer herd, let ‘us present a few facts as insurance against this 
possibility. 





The Game Refuge System is the deer herd's insurance policy. So 
long as this famous system of sanctuaries is maintained deer will never be ex- 
terminated. f all the deer outside these areas were killed during the present 
season, there would still be too many left. This may be a broad statement, yet 
it is one based not altogether without fact. 


Here is another very striking example: In 1928, when the entire 
State was @pened to the killing of antlerless deer only, there were many pro- 
tests, and not until the 1929 buck season did many of them subside. The general 
hue and cry at that time also was "extermination." Absurd! To the contrary 
there was a general increase in deer in almost every county immediately follow- 
ing the 1928 doe season. Is this any indication of extermination? If all the 
young bucks were shot off in 1928, as a lot of hunters believed, would such a 
large kill of bucks have been effected in practically every section of the 
State during 1929 and 1930? Decidedly not] 





Following is an alphabetical list of a few counties showing the 
deer kill over a period of years. The decided increase in deer after the 1928 
doe season is very evident in these sections, and even more striking examples 
could be cited if only certain counties had been selected:

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Concerning the 40 lb. timit: It may sound ridiculously lox to 
many hunters, But think a moment! How many hunters were actually able to 
judge the weight of a running deer during past special seasons when the weicht 
limit was even higher? And if a man erred, and wasn't quite the sportsman he 
should have been, what did he do? Many times he let the deer lay and looked 
for a larger one. If the limit had been 10 or 20 lbs. lower, as it is this 
season, then ten chances to one the hunter would have taken the animal and been 
satisfied. 


The natural tendency on the part of most hunters is to kill the 
largest animal they can. However, should they misjudge their ovarry they are 
protected by a weizht limit this year which will not inflict unjust punishment 
upon them. A 40 1b. weight limit is a popular one for the State as a whole, 
for this reason. It's well known that some sections of the Commonwealth harbor 
deer that are much larger and heavier than others. There are some sections, 
particularly those devoid of sufficient food, where a 50 or 60 lb. deer is a 
pretty big deer. During the special season last year many deer were killed 
weighing 50 or 60 lbs. which should have weighed 80 or 90 lbs. They were too 
emaciated from malnutrition to be up to par. 


When you go into the woods this season carry the thought with you 
that no problem is ever solved until covery possible relief measure is tried, 
Youre going to meet some chronic kickers, it's true, but pass them up, Re- 
member that if the Game Commission of Pennsylvania was able to place what was 
once a shot-out State, at the head of the nation in game management, it was 
pretty certain they made few mistakes, 


Don't. forget that a legal deer must either have two or more points 
to one antler; or be without visible antlers or horns and weigh at least 40 
lbs, with entrails removed. A spike buck means a fine. 


Remembor.it is not legal for hunters to hire a hunting camp or 
other headquarters for the purpose of hunting deer, with the assumption that 
such headquarters would be regarded as a public boarding house or hotel, and 
that each individual hunter residing at such headquarters would be permitted to 
kill one deer, 


A party of men boarding at a private camp, cabin, or other head- 
quarters established for the purpose of hunting and not recognized as a public 
boarding house or hotel where travelers are accomodated the year round, may not 
lawfully kill more than six deer in one season regardless of how many hunters 


are boarded at the camp. 


Be careful with firearms at all times, but don't believe for a mo- 
ment that a season on both sexes means more business for the hospitals or the 
undertaker. Just glance over the following tabulation of aocidents for the 
past few years and see how relatively few men have been killed or injured dure 
ing the deer season. If anything, there should be fower accidents this season 
because it means that a hunter has to be doubly sure == he has to be just as 
certain that a buck has two points to one antler as he does thet an antlerless 
deer has no spikes or horns.

However, in manv cnses these friends, while thev accept the meat, 
are not so keen about it, and probably hand it to the ash man. Why not get in 
touch with some community relief associstion or other charitable inst 
this season and turn some of the meat over to them? You'll feel pretty soo 
you do. This year, more than ever before, a sportsman has an opportunity +o 
prove that he is a sportsman, and he shouldn't be found lacking in his offorts.

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AUTOGIRO VS. ILLEGAL HUNTERS 
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The vertical landing ability of an autogiro has been called upon to 
play an important part in a crusade against illegal ‘hunting and excessive kill- 
ing of game in Montgomery and Bucks Counties. More than a score of hunters 
without licenses were observed from a plane manned by Assemblyman Clarence 
Ederer, of Melrose Park, and Deputy Smith of Ogontz, and were arrested and fined. 


CAR SEARCHING PROGRAM 





The carssearching campaign inaugurated by the Game Commission last 
year served its purpose admirably, as game officials are finding few hunters 
possessing more than the leral limit of game this season. Last season game 
hogs tried many waysto smuggle extra game through the lines, It was found 
under rear seats, in rumble seats, under the hood, tied under the car, and in 
every other conceivable hidine place. The funny thing about the whole business 
was that some hunters, as well as others, thought the searchers were looking for 
"other things" and hurriedly got rid of Besweds and “cider” jugs before tho 
officors had time to approe.ch their cars, and these wore found in the ditches 
alongside the road, after the cars were carnitted to pass. Don't try the trick 
of changing from hunting clothes to civilian clothes with the idea that you 
won't be stopped. This stunt has been pulled too often, and cars are stopped 
no matter how their occupants are dressed, 


DEER DAMAGE 





fi man from Nichols, New York, complained of considerable deer damage 
to Game Protector George McCabe, of Towanda, Pa., the other day. This gentle- 
man owns a farm in Bradford County which is being worked for him for shares, 
He made two trips from New York to the farm with buclkwheat which cost him $7.00 
to sow. He covered 180 miles at 7¢ a mile, or $12.60, and the taxes on the land 
amounted to $7.00, a total of $26.60. He claims as many as eighteen deer come 
into his buckwheat field each night, and as a result he secured only 8 bushels 
for which he got 30¢ a bushel, or $2.40. He says he can't afford to operate 
on a $24.20 loss. 


RESTOCXING OF RABBITS 





ing in latter December the Game Commission will release in 
depleted areas of the Commonwealth about 50,000 cottontail rabbits, mostly im- 
ported from Kansas. The question as to what proportions aie rabbits in- 
crease during the course of a year has often been asked by sportsmen. if all 
the conditions entering into the natural propagation of rabbits or anv other 
kind of game were always ideal, this question could be answered very readily. 

The sexes are usually equally balanced. Therefore if the 25,000 females all 
raised two litters of young (some raise three litters) averaging five toa 
litter, this would mean the production of about 250,000 young rabbits; and, the 
young animals of the first litter have in some cases been known to produce young 
before fall, which would raise the percentage still higher. However, while all 
these ficures look good on paper they never could be authentic because there are 
too many factors which are always tending to interfere with the natural pro- 
duction of wild creatures. 


~ 


It is doubtful just how many of the 50,000 cottontails purchased 
and released this year will survive. This depends chiefly upon food supply and 
weather conditions. Spring rains, if unusually prolonged or severe, will kill 








Ge 
many young rabbits in the nest. Certain hawks and owls, as well as foxes and 
other four-footed predators take their toll. Field mice sometimes kill very 
young rabbits. The automobile also takes an enormous toll, and the stray house 
cat, worst menace of all, takes an even greater tall. 


The house cat needs to be controlled perhaps even more than the 
natural predators, and sportsmen should malce every effort to do this. Harrv 
VanCleve, Assistant Chief of the Bureau of Predatory Animals has remarked time 
and time again that if hunters would use just 10% of their energy to kill unde- 
sirable cats instead of killing rabbits, they would have more rabbits to kill, 


When all is said and done the 50,000 rabbits stocked each year 
should at least double themselves by the next fall, but, faced with the manv 
problems of survival that they are, ne will have done well even to double 
their numbers, 


LARGEST LICENSE YEAR 





The Department of Revenve advises that in addition to the 32,000 
Special Issue Licenses, 520,000 rerular hunter's licenses have been issued to 
the County Treasurers this year, or a grand total of 552,000 licenses. Game 
Commission officials are of the opinion that more licenses will be sold this 
year than ever before, despite the depression. 


GAS WELL BORINGS KILL DEER 





On a report from Acting District Game Protector Strong the first 
week in November that many deer were being found dead in the Leetonia section 
of Tioga County, Supervisor John D. Berrier, with Mr. Strong and Deputy Pinker- 
ton, made thorough examination on the grounds and found that these deer had 
apparently died from licking the borings from a gas well in that locality. 


i. large percentage of calcium chloride is often used in the cement 
poured for casings in a gas well, to make sing set more rapidly. It is 
well known in the western gas and oil Lage that the borings from s cement 
have a great fasctnatiaqn for ruminants; and sheep and other anima] oaed 

they are fenced off from them, are seeenathahriey illed. 
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Supervisor Berrier brought in samples of these borings, and they are 
now in the hands of the State Chemist for analysis. Mr. Stone ordered a fence 
built at once to keep other deer from react 

Thirteen dead deer were found, all of them lvins in or near the 
water, and all heads, throats and lungs were full of froth. (Dr. Thomas E, 
Winecoff, In Charge of Research) 


EXPLANATIONS OF COMMON DISH! \SES OF GAME BIRDS AND MAMMALS 
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This is the first of a series of simple explanations of the various 


diseases of game birds and mammals by Dr. Thomas E. Winecoff, In Gharge of Re- 


search. Usually the descriptions of these diseases are so scientifically 
written that they are hard even for intelligent persons to understand, The 


Doctor is going to outline them in simple terms: 


Blackhead 





This disease (whose technical name is entero-hepatitis) has a most 
unfortunate popular name, as the bird's head by no means always turns dark be- 
fore death from this disease, and it may turn "black" from any one of several 
other diseases, 
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The disease is caused by lodgment and multiplication of a micro- 
scopic protozoan, Histomonas meleagridis, and the first - and CHARACTERISTIC - 
lesion is an inflammation of the caeca ("blind guts"), which become more en- 
larged and filled with a yellowish cheesy mass. If the bird lives long enough 
the infection spreads to the liver, which then shows small white spots, slight- 
ly sunk below the level of the rest of the surface. And if the victim has so 
much vitality that it lives on for some time, the head finally becomes infected 
and turns dark. 





The disease affects turkeys, especially, and also grouse and quail, 
and is transmitted by domestic poultry, though chickens are very seldom affect- 
ed by it, and ducks apparently not at all. 


No satisfactory treatment is known for it. 


The chief prevertives are to spray roosts and walls of coops or 
henhouses with a weak solution of carbolic acid and to sprinkle droppings and 
suspected soil with fresh lime. 


Sick birds should be killed at once if this disease is suspected, 
and their carcasses burned. And in case of infection of any considerable 
number it is best, in the long run, to kill the whole flock at once, disinfect 
roosts and soil, and after a few weel:s start over with a new stock,

From thirty-nine bands returned to the Game Commission of Maryland, 
that were taken from Mexican bob-white quail shot during the 1930 hunting 
season, it was found that the createst distance any bird had migrated from where 
it was released was about three miles. 


Victor Hehnly, of Mt. Airy, killed two pheasants with one shot. He 
saw the two cocks fighting in a field and fired one shot, decapitating both

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The Austrian Society for the Protection of Animals chartered a 
nunber of airplanes to convey over the Alps to Italy thousands of swallows which 
were threatened with starvation. Fifty thousand of the birds, on their way from 
the north, alighted in the woods about Vienna during a cold storm. They sought 
shelters in farm buildings where they huddled on the floors chirping weakly for 
food. Farmers were asked, ina radio broadcast, to collect the birds, and 
several plane shipments were made. Ninety percent reached Italy safely and con- 
tined their migration. (Vienna Dispatch)

NEWS FROM OTHER STATES 





CALIFORNIA: A law effected June 12, 1931, designated the California 
Valley Quail as the State bird. 


COLORADO: A rancher living in the mountains near Loveland, Colorado 
has begun stocking a 200 acre pasture with deer brought from the drought area 
of Utah, where many of the animals were starving. 


MASSACHUSETTS: The last Heath Hen on earth has not been seen since 
May 9 and there is a strong probability that this once numerous species has 
finally been exterminated, Professor Alfred 0. Gross, who for a number of years 
has issued all official reports on the heath hen, announced recently ina state- 
ment emphasizing the importance of wild-life research. 


MICHIGAN: The numbers of wild ducks, greatly reduced by various 
adverse conditions, are still further decreased by a disease caused by a little 
onewcelled organism, a protozoan kmown as Leucocytozoon anatis Wickware, ac- 
cording to a report received by the Biological Survey from Dr. Early C. O'Roke 
of the School of Forestry and Conservation of the University of Michigan. This 
organism has a complicated life cycle. In certain stages it occurs in the red 
blood cells, and in others in tissue cells of glandular organs. The parasite 
is transmitted from duck to duck by the bites of black flies or buffalo gnats. 
Adult ducks harboring the parasites are apparently little affected by them, but 
ducklings succumb in large numbers. Death of the duckling may occur at the time 
of the first appearance of symptoms, but usually it does not take place until 
the 12th day after exposure, 





NEW YORK: Through his method of raising Ruffed Grouse by keeping 
their feet off the ground, Dr, A. A. Allen, of Cornell University, has succeed- 
ed in raising 100 of these birds this year - ten times as many as have ever been 
raised before,

S. Biological Survey and Inter- 
mountain Forest and Range Experiment Station, an experienced outdoorsman and a 
nationally known authority on game management and forestry problems, has been 
appointed Conservation Director of the Izaak Walton League of America, accord- 
ing to an announcement made recently by M. K. Reckord, manager of the league.

(Wild Game Interests Lumbermen) 


The National Lumber Manufacturer's Association Has recognized wild 
game as potentially a valuable by-product in the lumber and timber-raising in- 
dustry. It claims the compensation of landowners for their interest in game 
raising is of practical interest to lumbermen as well as farmers. The American 
Game Policy suggests the possibility of substantial incidental revenues from 
timber lands as game shooting reserves, Commercial timber land owners of the 
U. S. own about 250,000,000 acres of virgin forest and cutover land. If the 
game policy were applied, expert assistance would be available in restocking 
the lands with game and in applying the necessary cropping methods required for 
successful game management. In return they would be expected to sell the hunt- 
ing privileges to the public. At a hunting fee of 10 cents an acre the private 
forest lands would yield a gross revenue of $25,000,000 a year. 


"WINTER FEEDING FOR GAME BIRDS" 





"Winter Feeding for Game Birds", Be3l,is the name of a new pub- 
lication recently released by the Izaak Walton League of America.
